The  bolls  are 
large  for  6102,  with  a  marked  tendency  toi  be  long.  Yet  they  open  well  and  are  not  hard  to  pick. 

This  strain  has  been  selected  especially  for  length  and  quality  of  staples.  It  produces  a  better  staple  than  any 
other  Delfos  we  have  tested,  and  a  staple  of  excellent  quality.  The  lint  percentage  and  yield  are  excellent  for  a 
cotton  of  this)  length.  Earliness  has  not  been  sacrificed.
